Note. — THE Ancient Rate of Storage Duty payable in Ireland, was generally, and with 
few exceptions, Two Pence per week for each parcel, large or small; of which onoPenny was paid 
to the Crown, as a Dvty, and the other Penny was considered as the Emolument of the Storekeeper : 
however, in consequence of the late Act for the Abolition of Fees, that Penny which was formerly 
paid to the Storekeeper, was considered as having reverted to the Crown ; aud, in November 1809, 
a General Order to that effect was issued by the Commissioners of Cuftoms: thus, during a part of 
the year 1809, and the whole of the year 1810, the Rates (where altered by the above regulations) 
became Two Pence per week for Goods stored in the King’s Stores, and one Penny per week for 
Goods stored in the Merchants’ Stores : but, in consequence of the extension of the Bonding 
System to Ire. and, the Commissioners of Customs have been for some time past, and are at 
present, occupied in preparing a new Tariff of Storage Rates, in order to be submitted for adoption, 
according to Law.
